Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  state  of  the  Public 
Health,  and,  the  reports  by  the  Inspectors  on  the  Sanitary  Conditions,  in  the  Districts 
during  the  year  1940. 

The  state  of  the  Public  Health  during  the  year  was  very  satisfactory:  and,  the 
general  inference  to  be  drawn  from  this  fact  is  that  although  there  were  adverse 
influences  operating,  such  as,  some  degree  of  overcrowding,  deficient  ventilation 
owing  to  the  lighting  restrictions,  and,  the  considerable  movements  in  the  population, 
the  Public  Health  Services  and  the  good  hygienic  conditions  in  the  average  home 
proved  to  be  an  efficient  barrier  against  any  appreciable  outbreak  of  serious 
infectious  disease.  There  was  a  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year:  taking  the  cases  over  the  whole  area, 
or  the  total  of  the  figures  in  each  report,  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  11, 
compared  with  23  the  previous  year,  whilst  the  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  was 
reduced  from  122  to  96  cases.  There  were  7  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  but  as 
this  disease  tends  to  be  prevalent  in  war-time  the  increase  (7  cases)  is  less  than 
that  which  might  have  been  expected.  As  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  made 
notifiable  for  the  first  time  in  November,  1939,  there  are  no  comparable  figures; 
Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  1st,  2nd  and  3rd  quarters,  and,  altogether,  there 
were  138  cases  during  the  year;  whilst  most  of  the  47  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 
occurred  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

The  Public  Health  measures  in  the  Districts  have  been  reinforced  by  the 
satisfactory  way  in  which  the  parents  are  responding  to  the  appeal  for  the 
Immunization  of  their  children  against  Diphtheria.  It  can  be  stated  without  doubt 
that  the  general  adoption  of  Diphtheria  Prophylaxis  or  Immunization  would  mean 
the  extinction  of  Diphtheria  and  the  saving  of  2,000  lives  a  year  in  England  and 
Wales.  Parents  have  been  earnestly  asked  to  have  every  child  under  the  age  of  14 
years  protected  against  Diphtheria  and  they  have  been  advised  that  the  best  age  at 
which  to  have  a  child  immunized  is  the  age  of  1  year,  for  then  the  child  is 
protected  during  the  early  and  most  susceptible  years  of  its  life.  The  treatment  is  of 
a  simple  nature  and  under  the  Council’s  schemes  can  readily  be  obtained  free  of 
charge  from  any  Doctor,  or,  at  any  Child  Welfare,  or  Special  Immunization,  Clinic. 

The  total  population  of  the  Area  at  the  middle  of  1940  was  estimated  to  be 
66,065 — the  increases  in  the  Districts,  compared  with  1939,  being: — Bushey,  670; 
Chorleywood,  940;  Rickmansworth,  3,530;  and,  Watford  Rural,  4,010.  The  death- 
rates  compare  favourably  with  the  rate  of  14.3  per  1,000  of  the  civilian  population 
recorded  for  England  and  Wales,  The  lower  birth-rates  in  the  Rickmansworth  and 
Watford  Rural  Districts  are  influenced  by  the  sudden  increases  in  the  estimates  of 
the  populations  in  those  Districts. 

The  health  and  general  condition  of  the  mothers  and  children  received  in  the 
Districts  from  other  areas  have  appreciably  improved;  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  a 
large  part  of  this  improvement  is  due  to  good  management  in  the  homes  in  which  they 
are  living.  The  children  are  happy  and  there  are  ample  facilities  for  medical 
treatment  and  advice.
